Decided  on  Feb.  3rd,  1941  by  the  liaison  Conference 


Tho  Draft  Outline  of  the  Negotiations  towards  Germany,  Itely,  and  USSR. 

I.  To  make  the  Soviet  Union  accept  the  plen  of  foreign  Minister 
RIBBZNTRQP,  and  in  this  way  make  it  Join  in  with  the  Jpppn-German- 
Italipn  policies  for  overthrowing  Britain,  and,  at  the  seme  time, 
adjust  the  Japanese-Soviet  diplomatic  relations. 

II.  The  conditiono  for  adjusting  the  Japanese-  Soviet  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  shall  he  opd9  rccoruing  to  the  following  principle*  in  generpl: 

(l)  To  make  her  sail  North  SAG KaLILT  co  us  ihrougn  the  mediation 
of  Germany.  In  the  event  that  tho  Sovipt  Union  disagrees 
with  this  propospl,  we  shall  propose  along  the  undermentioned 
lines. 

(a)  To  make  her  afford  us  facilities  to  take  out  one  and 
one-half  million  tons  of  oil  in  a  five  year  period. 

After  mining  the  above  amount,  the  rights  to  petroleum  and 
coal  fields  and  the  prospecting  rights  in  North  Salshalin 
shall  be  retroceded  to  the  Soviet  Union  with  comnena® tion 
for  resources  enquired. 

(b)  'tallowing  the  above,  to  make  her  guarantee  to  sell  us 
one  and  one-half  million  tons  of  oil  during  the 

succeeding  five  years'  period. 

(c)  To  conclude  a  new  agreement  Including  the  above 
mentioned  items,  and  at  the  same  time,  the  former 

agreement  regarding  rights  and  interests  shall  bp 
abolished. 

• (2)  The  Bapire  shall  acknowledge  tho  position  of  the  Soviet  Union 
.in  HSIN-XLANG  and  0U7FR  I'CNGQLIA,  and  the  Soviet  Union  shall 
recognize  the  Bnpira-s  noeition  in  NORTH  CHINA  pnd  KBfG-KIAFG 
/  Inner  Mongolia/'.  The  relation  of  KSIiT~KIANG  with  the  Soviet 
Union  nhould  be  sottled  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  China. 

(3)  To  make  the  Soviet  TMon  renounce  her  CHIANG  aiding  activities. 

(4)  To  establish  immediately,  among  Manchuria,  the  Soviet  Union 
and  Outer  Mongolia,  a  committee  for  the  settlement  of  the 
boundary,  and  the  disposal  of  disputes. 


(5)  To  load  the  fishery  negotiations  to  a  compromise  alone  the 
line  of  the  TATEKAWA  Proportion  (the  Plan  of  the  Committee 


?o  make  the  Soviet  Union  promise  to  alloc  te, for  Japanese- 
German  troops,  necessary  freight  ears  -  for  tin-  transport¬ 
ation  of  a  considerable  quantity  of  poods  at  a  discounted 
freight  rate. 


In  economic  affairs,  though  we  reserve  the  priority  regarding 
national  resources  necessary  for  our  national  defence  in  the 
above  sphere,  our  Sinpire  shall  reciprocally  adopt  the  principle 
of  open-door  end  equal  opportunity  in  general  trade  pnd  bnter- 
prisos  with  other  economic  spheres. 


The  world  shall  be  divided  into  four  large  spheres,  that  is,  the 
Greater  East  Asia  Sphere,  the  European  Sphere  (including  Africa.), 
the  American  Sphere,  and  the  Soviet  Union  Sphere  (including  India 
Alld  Iran),  (Australia  and  New  Zealand  shall  be  left  for  Britain, 
which  shall  be  treated  like  the.  Netherlands).  Japan  will  assert 
the  realization  of  this  idea  at  the  peace  conference  after  the 
war. 


Japan  shall  obtain  the  understanding  of  Germany  regarding  actions 
and  mea.sures  which  she  will  take  in  order  to  make,  with  all  her 
power,  the  USA  participation  in  the  war  impossible. 

(Note)  Concerning  Japan's  attempts,  activities  a.nd  military 
actions  in  : connection  with  her  participation  in  the  war  in 
Europe,  such  agreements  as  to  rostrict  hor  independent  end  fton 
position  shall  not  be  made. 


In  case.  Japan  participates  in  the  European  war, a  noc-separate- 
peace  agreement  shall  be  concluded  with  Germany,  Italy  and  other 
countries  on  our  side. 


Germany  and  Italy,  especially  Germany,  shall  restrain  Soviet 
Russia.  In  case,  by  chance,  Soviet  attacks  Japan  and  Manchukuo 
Germany  and  Italy  shall  attack  Soviet  Russia. 


Germany  shall  greatly  help  Japan  to  replete  our  armaments  and 
Japan  shall  make  efforts  to  supply  Germany  with  raw  materials 
and  provisions.  Germany  shall,  moreover,  supply  Japan  swiftly 


and  amply  with  inventions,  machines,  techniques  pnd  tcehniji  cj; 
which  pro  necessary  for  Japan  to  develop  the  Grcv  tor  ra.'t  ana 
Co-Prosperity  Sphere  and  to  exppnd  Japan's  peacetime  industries 

A  further  consultation  shall  ho  held  with  Germany  in  or-’er  t" 
hasten  gonnral  peace  with  China. 

Foreign  Minister  MATSUOKA  shall  go  to  Europe  end  negotiate  with 
the  German,  Italian  and  Soviet  Governments  in  order  to  realise 
the  foregoing  putposes ,  and,  if  nocessp.ry,  conclude  a  treety.

A  secret  understanding  shall  he  obtained  that  Japan  shall  he  allowed 
to  have  the  South  Sea  Islands,  Soviet  Russia  Iren  and  India;  Gammy, 
Central  Africa;  and  Italy,  North  Africa,  as  their  suhere  of  influence 
in  tho  future.
